Letter to the Editor: 



In your last issue, January 
26, 1989, there were two articles 
regarding the Writing Compe- 
tency Test. Both of the writers 
made the point: to require dif- 
ferent standards of international 
students is to discriminate un- 
fairly against Canadian students. 
Since I was involved in discus- 
sions leading to the revision of 
the policy in May, 1988, 1 should 
like to respond: 

(1) International students 
whose first language was nei- 
ther English nor French were 
consistently scoring low marks 
on the test and good students 
were unable to pass despite hard 
work and repeated attempts. 

(2) Students in Canada on 
a student visa, will not be work- 
ing in Canada but will return to 
their own culture and language. 
English or French is not for them 
as important, as for instance, 
Chinese or Arabic. 

• (3) It is extremely difficult 
to become fully bilingual. Fran- 
cophones living in a largely 
Anglophone environment can 
achieve bilingualism. Anglo- 
phones rarely do. To ask a per- 
son from another language group 
to meet exactly the same stan- 
dards in a language test as a 
person raised and rooted in the 



language is usually unfair. 

(4) I strongly support the 
Writing Competency Test, but 
think it is not reasonable to ex- 
pect students who suffer the 
handicap of limited exposure to 
English and French to meet the 
standards set for native speak- 
ers. They should; however, be 
expected to demonstrate the 
ability to organize and express 
ideas clearly in a language ap- 
propriate to their capability. A 
committee was established by 
level to determine that the ap- 
propriate level for international 
students should be. 

This is certainly discrimi- 
nation, but it is not unfair. A 
major responsibility of universi- 
ties is indeed, to impart the arts 
and science of making discrimi- 
nating judgements.

FEATURES 
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TO SEE OURSELVES - SURVEY OF 
LAURENTIAN'S FIRST YEAR STUDENTS 

At the beginning of this academic year, nearly 500 Laurentian first year students 
filled out questionnaires which were part of a survey conducted by the Student 
environment study groups at Guelph University. Six Universities across Canada 
were involved. 

The coordinator of Student Services, Paddy Blenkinsop, was keen to see Laurentian 
involved in the survey, because there is, at present, little definite information on 
Laurentian's students and how they are like or unlike students at other universities. 
The survey provides a base of information which will facilitate planning and 
decision-making. 

The survey will be broadly divided into seven sections. Questions were asked about 
students present information, financial support, family background, education 
history, choice of university, academic and career goals, and activities and opinions. 
This week, I shall review the responses to the first four sections, comparing 
Laurentian students' responses to those of their peers in other universities. 

PERSONAL INFORMATION 

The table below gives some of the responses to three of the major questions.

Other responses revealed that 6.9% of the L.U. students had no sort of disability 
(average 8.1%) and that 98.3% were Canadian (average and that 24 % of the students 
inspected conveyfewer families where the parents had divorced or where one or both 
parents had died. Surprisingly, few students had received "perpetual" financial help 
in the last two years: 1987 - L.U. 45.1% (average 52.7%), 1988, 56 L.U.56.5% 
average 66.1%. It is not clear what this response means. 

In this section the major distinction between Laurentian students and their peers is 
that, in general, they come from less well to do families. 
FINANCIAL SUPPORT 

Student financial support comes largely from three sources: parents, employment, 
and loans. The following table gives a summary of how students are supported:

Laurentian students receive less support from their parents than do their counterparts 
elsewhere, with the result that they rely more on employment and grants and loans 
than do others. Fewer of them receive awards from Laurentian so that they 
participate more frequently in provincial and federal assistance programmes. 

Family Background 

Questions were asked about personal and parental reigious habits and about parental 
education.

Figures of parental religion were very to their on parental religion, the new 
difference being that there were considerably fewer parents in the "None" category. 
Laurentian has the highest percentage of Catholics of any of the reporting 
instituions and the lowest percentage of atheists. 

As for parental education, parents of L.U. students have, generally, lower levels of 
formal education than their peers elsewhere, a very high proportion of L.U. students 
are the first in the family to attend university. 

Educational Background: 

As for personal educational background, 76.3% (average 77.7%) completed 
highschool in 1988, 9.7% (average 7.9%) completed high school before 1985. 
High school grades are a major prediction of university performance and Laurentian 
students reported the lowest mean grade of the six institutions in the sutdy (L.U. - 
72.2% - average, 79.97%). The percentage of A B and C grades was as follows:

A grade of 60% is not bad and all Canadian Universities tend to set their standards 
high by comparison with some insitution in the U.S.A. 



CONCLUSION 

The first four sections of the survey have brought out a number of features of L.U. 
first year students. By comparison with their peers at other insitutions, they are 
from less affluent families and are dependent for financial support on employment 
and state assistance. They are more likely to be Catholic and are far more likely to 
come from families where neither parent completed high school. Finally, fewer 
Laurentian Students were top academic achievers in high school. 

No qualitative judgement has been made regarding these figures. They are not good 
or bad, what is important is what use we make of them, whether we are students, 
professors or administrators. 

In the next issue, I shall look at the responses to the other sections: choice of 
university, academic and career goals and activities and opinions to see what they 
will tell us about first year students in general at Laurentian University.

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ARE YOU AWARE OF THE REFUGEE PROBLEM? Part 2 of 2 Parts. 



The main objective of this 
article is to create an awareness 
of the refugee problem that ex- 
ists in the world 

According to the Link 
Newsletter, July/August, 1988, 
there are five main solutions to 
the refugee problem. The first 
and best solution being to com- 
pletely eliminate the causes that 
force people to leave their home- 
land. This may seem a very 
simple solution, however, it is 
also very difficult. The causes 
may range from drought to ra- 
cial prejudices to political rea- 
sons. None of these social prob- 
lems are easy to resolve. 

The second solution being 
voluntary repatriation to the sat- 
isfaction of all. This means that 
the refugee is allowed to return 
to his country. The refugee 
should also be given protection 
and assistance. 

Local integration is the 
third solution. This refers to the 
sealing in a country which of- 
fers first asylum. This "solu- 
tion" is only available if the 
country has the land, the re- 
sources and the will to allow 
refugees to enter the country. 
The main objective of local inte- 
gration is to help refugees be- 
come self-sufficient in the coun- 
try of asylum. 

RessetUement is often dif- 
ficult for refugees as they must 
move to another country. Along 



with the move to another coun- 
try it is often imperative to learn 
a new language, change cul trues, 
and new job skills. Often pro- 
fessionals in othercoun tries must 
work in a totally new field once 
they become refugees as they 
are no longer qualified in the 
new country. Leaving home is 
uprooting, breaks family, de- 
stroys one's identity, butat times 
is the only solution. 

Care and maintenance in 
the camp is the last of the "solu- 
tions" and it should always be 
for the shortest time possible. 
Help is needed when refugees 
are in camps and when it is nec- 
essary for them to be moved. 

Hopefully, this information 
will help us educate ourselves 
and deepen our awareness on the 
refugee problem that exists to- 
day. Often the very rich coun- 
tries will not accept refugees 
while the poor countries take in 
thousands. Perhaps during this 
week, we could all take a little 
time to think about this problem.

In addition to the 13,000 
government-assisted refugees to 
be selected abroad and resettled 
in Canada in 1989.it is estimated 
that there will be about 10,000 



privately sponsored refugee 
admissions from abroad. The 
latter figure is a forecast, not a 
quota or ceiling. There is also a 
preliminar estimate that some 
7,000 refugees will be landed in 
Canada through the new refugee 
determination process, which 
will be administered by the re- 
cently established immigation 
and refugee board. These refu- 
gees will be eligible for the full 
range of settlement services. 
During the next year, the gov- 
ernment will carefully monitor 
the benefits which flow from the 
implementation of the new de- 
termination system for refugee 
claimants in Canada. It is ex- 
pected that this system will re- 
sult in better control over 
Canada's borders, and will al- 
low us to give more attention to 
the selection of government- 
assisted refugees from abroad. 
A planning range of 3 ,000 
to 6,000 landings for persons 
admitted under special humani- 
tarian measures has also been 
established for 1989, as for 1988. 
Total refugee and humanitarian 
landings for 1989 would there- 
fore, be in the range of 33,000 to 
36,000.

To all our fun loving stu- 
dents out there; how was the 
weekend? Well, if any of you 
were at The Lights last week- 
end, (January 28, 1989), I'm sure 
you will agree with me that the 
place was rock'n. Thanks to the 
music of Spice. 

These five guys are able to 
pack enough energy into their 
music to play all night long; and 
that's precisely what they did. 
They put a lot of time and effort 
into their act. Their production 
team also works hard to keep the 
show going. There were lights 
and speakers everywhere. These 
guys are real professional enter- 
tainers. Their music is light, 
lively and most important - FUN! 
They put a lot into what they do 
and it really comes across to the 
audience; they danced all night 
long. To top itall off they don't 
just play your regular forty 
minute sets - they just play and 
play and play! 

At the end of the night I 
was able to spend a little time 
interviewing these guys and here 
is what I found out: 

First, this team of players 
comes from Barbados. They 
ha ve known eac h other since they 
were kids and formed a band 
eleven years ago. Today, they 
are all 26 years old and are still 
going strong. 

When asked about their 
music and what influences them, 
here is what I was told - The 
music has a strong Caribbean 
flavour; however, they have 
drawn from many themes to give 
their music a mix of groves and 
rhythms that is their own blend. 
"Spice" puts as much Car- 
ibbean music as possible into 
their show. All of their themes 
are West Indian in origin; with 
influence coming from the 
Lesser Anti lies Islands of Martin- 
ique and Guadeloupe in the form 
of music sty le known as Zouk. 
They also draw from Soca Music 
which is very popular in the 
Caribbean, with some origin of 
their music coming from Sole 
Calypso. This is a form of folk 
music. There is also some Afri- 
can influence on Spice and some 
Reggae from Jamaica. 

Most of the music in 
Spice's repetoire is original and 
they have written most of the 
songs in their performances. 
They blend all of their influ- 
ences together, along with some 
from Cuba and Haiti to give a 
little Spanish flavour to their 
sound. However, the Caribbean 
influence is predominant. They 
also do some top 40 songs to fill 
out their act. 




They incorporate a lot of 
electronics into their music and 
they have a very professional 
attitude towards it. 

Spice has toured Southern 
Ontario and have played in such 
places as the Diamond Club, 
Toronto, University of Guelph, 
Wonderland Gardens, London, 
Taxandria Hall, Arkona and 
Entex in Mississauga. After 
Sunday they are going to King- 
ston, Clancy'sin Burlington, and 
Lulu's in Kitchener on the 2nd 
of February and then its back to 
the Barbados.

The Lauren dan Voyageurs 
improved their regular season 
home record to 3-2 with week- 
end victories over York 
University's and Ryerson 
Polytechnical Institute's Men's 
basketball teams. Overall, the 
Vees record now stands at 7-5, 
good for second place in the 
O.U.A.A. Central Division. 

It was a case of deja vu on 
Friday night as the Vees edged 
the York Yeomen 70-69, a simi- 
lar 1 point differential in last 
year's annual Fork York game. 
The Laurenlian squad jump out 
to a quick 13-3 lead, with Lloyd 
Pollard leading the offensive 
attack. Pollard had a big first 
half, scoring 17 points, including 
three pointers. The Vees wid- 
ened the margin to 13, and then 
allowed York to get back into 
the game. The Voyageurs failed 
to score on the next few offen- 
sive plays, failing to get the ball 
inside to their forwards. York 
dominated under the offence 
boards, and trimmed the lead to 
3, down 34-31 to the Vees at 
halftime. 

The Vees started off the 
second half, on the right foot, 
increasing the lead to 8, but again 
let the lead slip away. York 
continued to be successful on 
the inside game, while Lauren- 
lian struggled offensively, espe- 
cially from the 3 point line. Eight 
minutes into period 7, York was 



on top 52-42. The Vees staged a 
comeback of their own, tying up 
the game 61-61 with 5 minutes 
remaining. 

Marcel Langlois and Rod 
Gilpin each contributed 6 points 
in the comback. The teams 
traded the lead up to the remain- 
ing minute. 

The score was tied 69-69 
with 20 seconds remaining and 
Laurentian had possession. The 
Vees moved the ball around, 
looking for an open man, and it 
was with two seconds left that a 
York played fouled Marcel 
Langlois. Langlois sunk one of 
his two shots from the free throw 
line. The clock ran out for York, 
and the Vees won a thriller, 70- 
69. 

Top scorers in the game 
were: Steve Szagala of York 
with 28 points and 9 rebounds 
and Lloyd Pellard of Laurentian 
with 26 points and 6 rebounds. 
Paul Falco had 11 points and 7 
assists in the victory, while Mike 
Albert who returned to line-up 
after a minor leg injury, contrib- 
uted 8 points. The Voyageurs 
were 37% from the field, and 
89% from the line. 

Laurentian Coach, Peter 
Campbell said his team did not 
play very well under the defen- 
sive boards, which allowed York 
some easy baskets. Joining 
Coach Campbell on the bench 
was a former Voyageur basket- 



ball player, Jeff McKibbon. " 
Jeffs doing a good job of help- 
ing out our first year forwards, " 
Campbell said. 

In the annual residence 
cheering challenge, known to 
Laurentian students as Fork 
York, the residents of Hunting- 
ton College won the event hands 
down. The Huntington contin- 
gent is to be congratulated, while 
the rest of residences (as usual) 
didnt provide any competition, 
and should be ashamed. 

The following evening, the 
Laurentian Voyageurs hosted the 
last place Ryerson Rams. De- 
spite Ryerson's winless record, 
the Rams kept up with oppo- 
nents until late in the second 
half. The Vees didn' t play up to 
their capabilities, but hung on 
for a 74-65 victory. 

The game began at a very 
fast pace, with both teams mov- 
ing the ball around quickly. Vees 
forward, Walter Johnson, had 
six points early in the game, but 
his team trailed by two, four 
minutes into the game. The Vees 
were dominated once again 
under the boards, giving Ryer- 
son some easy hoops. 

However, the Rams began 
to self-destruct, making some 
brutal passes. The best one 
occurred in the first half when a 
Ryerson guard passed the ball 
behind him to his invisible team-

bounds. Laurentian jumped into 
the lead late in the first half, and 
went into the dressing room at 
halftime, up 39-36. Lloyd Pol- 
lard led the Vees in the opening 
period with 11 points, while 
Walter Johnson had eight. 

Laurentian dominated the 
first part of the second half, 
opening up theirof fensive game, 
while forcing turnovers with their 
full court pressure on the Rams. 
Meanwhile, the Ryerson squad 
continued to make some awful 
mistakes. Ryerson forward, 
MikeWoud (6'10")wasallalone 
underneath the Laurentian bas- 
ket, and missed the hoop com- 
pletely, when he attempted a slam 
dunk. Mark Hcbscher of 
Sportsline would have given him 
a HEBSY award for the most 
boneheaded play of the week. 
The Vees held at 10 point lead, 
59-49, midway through the sec- 
ond half, and didn't allow their 
opponents to get any closer.

For the last 
5 minutesitwas purely academic, 
as the Vees went onto record 
their seventh regular season 
victory, winning 74-65. 

Lloyd Pollard was the Vees 
top scorer with 19 points while 
John Campbell, who played a 
strong second half, had 14 points, 
as did Walter Johnson.

Campbell and Rod Gilpin had 4 
rebounds a piece in the game. 
From the field. Laurentian was 
good on 34% ol their shots, and 
72% from the free throw line. 

Probably the most inter- 
esting statistic tonight was that 
the Vees did not score a single 
point from the three point line, a 
favourite spot for many Lauren- 
tian shooters. In fact, the home 
team only attempted one three- 
pointers. A surprised Peter 
Campbell explained that his team 
should be trying to balance their 
offence between the inside and 
outside (shooting) game. "To- 
night we saw other things com- 
ing open inside", he said. 
Campbell also pointed out that 
some of his three point shooters 
have been struggling of late.and 
will have to improve this week- 
end when the powerful Concor- 
dia Stingers come to the Ben 
Avery gym on Friday night. 

Concordia is currently 
ranked seventh in the nation, and 
holds 2nd place with 2 games in 
hand, in the OUA A East divi- 
sion.

The following day, the 
Montreal Gazette came out with 
an article on the game, severely 
citicizing the Voyageurs. Here's 
an excerpt from the article: 

"THE STINGERS RE- 
FUSED TO BE EMBARAS- 
SED BY LAURENTIAN AND 
WEREN'T DRAGGED DOWN 
TO A LEVEL OF PLAY 
WHICH AT TIMES, RE- 
SEMBLED AN ANYTHING- 
GOES STREET GAME." 



'They set the tone as far as 
that goes", said Vees forward 
Rod Gilpin. "We basically were 
defending ourselves", he added. 
John Campbell, another Vee's 
forward, said the quotation was 
"completely ridiculous", 
"there's no love-lost between 
us". 

From talking to Laurentian 
Coach, Peter Campbell and his 
players, it was more like Lau- 
rentian stooped to the Stinger's 
level of an overly physical game. 
Campbell is not hesitant in say- 
ing that the Stingers are "by far, 



the dirtiest team in basketball". 

The Concordia Stingers are 
ranked #7 in the country, cur- 
rently in second place in the 
OUAA East Division. No one 
can question that the Concordia 
team is very talented, but the 
way they go about winning their 
games is certainly questionable, 
and at the same time, their news- 
paper coverage. 

The Gazette article goes 
on to criticize the Voyageur 
squad: 



"LAURENTIAN MAY

After fighting all season to 
break into the CIAU top ten 
rankings, the Laurentian Lady 
Vees lasted one week in the 
nation's top ten, losing 53-51 to 
the 3-2 York Yoewomen. It was 
entirely different story on Satur- 
day night, as the Lady Vees 
annihalated the Ryerson Lady 
Rams, by the score of 85-33. 
With the victory, the women's 
tern remains atop the OWIAA 
East Division standings . 
It was a case of Dr. Jeckyl and 
Mr. Hyde on Friday night, as it 
wasn't the same Laurentian 
squad that beat #8 ranked U. of 
T. last week. 

York grabbed an early 7-3 
lead, butShirlene Mclean played 
an aggressive offence and de- 
fence to get the Lady Vees back 
into the game. Midway through 
the half, the score was an even 
15. The Yoewomen continued to 
dominate under the boards and 
inside, regaining the lead. Sheila 
Ivan and Sue Foy combined for 
eight points late in the half, put- 
ting Laurentian ahead at 26-25 
halftime. Shirlene McLean and 
Sheila Ivan had 9 points each in 
the opening 20 minutes. 

The Lady Vees continue to 
surrender the inside baskets, not 
typical for one league's best 
defensive teams. After thirty 



minutes York was out front, 39- 
34. Laurentian fought back, 
aided by 2 consecutive three 
points from McLean, making it 
47-46 York, with 4 minutes 
remaining. Into the last minute, 
the Lady Vees were down by 2 
and regained possession with 14 
seconds left, due in part to a big 
tumovercaused by veteran Kelly 
Edwards. 

It was too little too late, as 
Laurentian failed to score on the 
last possession, York upset 
Laurentian 53-51. 

An extremely disappointed 
Lady Vees coach said his team 
showed "a total lack of effort". 
"We didn't come to play to- 
night", added Coach Ennis. It 
was pretty obvious that the Lady 
Vees still had their minds on last 
week's victory over U. of T. last 
Saturday night 

With the loss, the women's 
team will take a quick exit out of 
the CIAU top ten. It will be an 
upward battle for the rest of the 
season for Laurentian to crack 
the rankings once more. 

Top scorers in the game 
were Michelle Sund of York, 
with 16 points, Shirlene McLean 
with 12, and Shirlene Ivan added 
11. Ivan also had 5 rebounds, 
while St. Martin had 4. York 
limited Sl Martin to a mere 5 
points, all in the first half. From 



the field, Laurentian shot a low 

32%. 

24 hours later, the real 
Laurentian squad showed up to 
play, and walked all over their 
opponents, the Ryerson Lady 
Rams, 85-33. 

It was all Laurentian from 
the tip-off. It was 16-2 for the 
Lady Vees before Ryerson could 
catch their breath, 5 minutes into 
the opening half. Laurentian 
coach, Peter Ennis went to his 
bene early, and his first and 
second year players responded 
well. 

The nicest basket of the 
half went to rookie, Sue Foy 
scoring on a turn-around jump 
shot. Foy had six points in the 
half. Another rookie who has 
been playing well of late is Tracy 
Phelps. Tracy is proving to be a 
fine compliment to Shirlene 
McLean at the guard position. 
The L.U. onslaught continued 
up to the halftime buzzer, with 
the score showing a 42-16 lead in 
favour of the Lady Vees. Third 
year post Christine Stapleton had 
a strong half under the boards, 
leading her team with 10 first 
half points. 

It took only 3 minutes into 
the second half for the Lady Vees 
to add 15 more points to their 
total. The women's team frus- 



trated the Ryerson squad, keep- 
ing the Lady Rams in their own 
court, and causing many turn- 
overs. Second year guard, Lou- 
ise Boulanger was the star of the 
second half, scoring an impres- 
sive 14 points.
